(other than Ross’ goose) rails, coots, 
in this par( °,f Alberta is from one 
hour before sunrise Sept. 15 tb one 
hour after sunset December 16. 

* No person shall kill, hunt, capture, 
injure, take or molest any migratory 
game birds during the closed season; 
and no person shall sell, expose for 
sale, offer for sale, buy, trade or traf¬ 
fic in any migratory game bird at any 
time. 

The taking of the nests or eggs of 
migratory game, migratory insectiv¬ 
orous and migratory non-game birds 
is prohibited.

We hear much these days about 
Canada’s place in the post-war world. 
That place, it seems to me, is clear. 
Canada has a large surplus of wheat. 
During the period of after-war re¬ 
habilitation she^will have to make 
that surplus available—much of it 
for a small return, Lome of it perhaps 
for no return to theSieedy and suffer¬ 
ing people of those countrie^fiai. 
have been over-run 1 by war.\ . ’ 

For the long peace years ahead 
again Canada’s position will be equal¬ 
ly clear. It will be to make her sur¬ 
plus of wheat and other foodstuffs, of 
pulpwood, minerals, fish and fruit 
which she-produces in excess of her 
own requirements,, available to the 
needy people in the world and in re¬ 
turn for the only money these pennle 
have—their own goods, commodities 
and services. 

This, it appears to me, is not a 
privilege tjiat Canada'has, but a re¬ 
sponsibility she bears toward the 
hungry A|ople of other countries. 

This means that something ap¬ 
proaching international Free Trade 
will have to be set up, and that Can¬ 
ada must lower her tariffs which to¬ 
day hinder fareign people from send¬ 
ing their goods into this country. All 
in the West, I suggest, should press 
for this Free Trade policy that will 
mean so much to our own prosperity, 
and to the future peace of the world.
